Dr. Morris, the As:stant Banitary SBuperin-
tendent of the Metropolitan Board of Health,
writing to a correspondent in Connecticut re-
specting the milk from cows fed on brewers' or
distillers’ grain, mentions that the practice is
forbidden by law in this 8tate and should be
elsewhere. The Increase of the amount of milk
given by cows so0 fed is balanced by the circum-
stance that its quality is serlously deteriorated.
It containe, before any artificial addition, o
superfluous preportion of water. Iis use is un-
doubtedly detrimental to health, as it is deficient
in nutriment, especially in butter, easein, and
sugar. It is possible that other organie changes
may be detected in it by the microscepe.

Fort Sumter to be Hecoastructed.

The Charleston Courier says: —The work ol
reconstruction, which has for so long a time
agitated the country and engrossed the atten-
tion of Congress, has reached the classic walls
of Buwmtler, and now that battered old fortress,
upon whose walls g0 mueh indomitable conrage
has been displayed, is to be reconstructed.
